The Chicago Inte,--0ctan prints a 
f 


letter from a Western man who 
served throughout the war in the 
regiment Tvhich Gen. Hayes com- 
manded. We quote : " On the llth 
d»j of June, 1861, the Twenty-third 
Regiment Ohio In'antrv waa mus- 
tered into the service of the United 
States for the term of three years, 
although the date of enlistment of 
the greater portion of the men was 
May 18, nearly a month previous. 
This regiment was the first from 
Ohio to be mustered in for three 
years, though several of a lower 
number were afterward organized. 
At the regimental organization Ii. 
B. Hayes hela the rank of Major, 
Gen. Bosonoranz being Colonel, and 
Stanley 
Matthews 
Lieutenant 


Colonel. The then 
Major 
was 
v«r popular. He often visited the 
different companies in their quarters, 
learned the tames of the non-com- 
muwioned officers and privates, and 
mad* himself thoroughly acqnam ted 
with the habits, necessities, and gen- 
eral condition of those who were 
afterward to follow his lead through 
the long weary years of the great 
civil war. It wts out a short time 
after taking the neld in Virginia be- 
fore Hayes commanded his regiment 
in full through the promotions or 
transfer* of h'3 seniors, and I can 
•afely say that it would be an utter 
Jmposublity foi any regiment in the 
aarvice to produce an instance where 
iti commander was so uniformly 
popular with tne men in the ranks. 
During four years' Borneo as a pn- 
Yftie soldier.ana consequently having 
the very best opportunity to know 
Ui« like* and dislikes of my fellow- 
•oldiers in the ranks, I never in one 
•ingle instance heard a remark that 
indioated the least token of ill-will 
ajrainct

time Jack somehow managed to leain 
cc> read and write, without aid of 
school-house or school-teacher Then 
ho picked up the pamt-brusli, and 
sooa handled it so well that he could 
mike §2 or $3 a day working for 
>taers, the half of which Mr M. ol- 
io ived him to retain for his ow n uie 
Jack also "jined the Methodist" and 
began to exhort a little. Then he 
changed his v lews on baptism and 
joined the Christian Church, and 
it wasn't long before he developed 
from an exhorfei into a full-fledged 
preacher 


Then Mr. M. concluded to leave 


Georgetown and removed to Bock 
Island. It being against the laws 
of Kentucky to manumit a slave, Mr 
M. told Jack to choose his new ma1 - 
ter, and whatever he was willing io 
pay for him he would take 
The 


selection was soon made, the entue 
Blackburn family passed over to a 
new owner, end at a\erj much lower 
Hgure than they had cost Mr. M. 


The war orought emancipation, 


the shackles vere broken, and Jack 
was free to go where he pleased. Mr 
Mitchell sent him money to bring 
his family to Ilotk Island, all ol 
which has been honestly repaid 
Jack has worked industriously at his 
trade and has done well. He h s 
reared and educated las children, 
has been the means of seeming a 
little church for his people, and to- 
day there is no man in this city who 
stands higher in the estimation of all 
who know him than Jackson Black- 
burn.

The bringing of education into 


the full service of science means 
much more than its liberal acceptance 
by the higher schools. Science is a 
vast and a permanent interest in 
human society, and in considering 
the means of its advancement we are 
bound to take account of those 
deeper agencies which require time 
for the accomplishment of their 
results. 
More important for the 


general promotion of science than 
any change of policy on the part of 
the colleges, will be its recognition 
and adoption as a part of the estab- 
lished Tvorli of primary and common 
schools. Tho most urgent question 
now, and fullest of import for the 
future, is the relation which sciense 
is to take to elementary education 
Thus far, the course of science has 
been a continuous buttle, and it has 
only got what it has conquered. Its 
chums have been pressed by its ad- 
vocates, and they have been resisted 
by the partisans of other studies, 
and we observe that tho instincts of 
tho combatants are bringing them 
rapidly to the vital issues of the 
strife. As we have often said, the 
most critical and important ques- 
tion between the old education 
and 
tho 
new is, which shall 


have authority to form the first 
impressions in childhood. 
The 
practical inquiry is, How early shall 
childi en be allowed to bogjn the 
study of science in schools? We 
can imagine a future time, and we 
trust it is not far distant, when such 
an inquiry will be regarded as 
absurd. Science being an undei- 
standing of natural things, and a 
child being born into the order ot 
Nature, with a capacity for intelli- 
gence which is awakened and un- 
folded only by its intercourse with 
natural things, what can be more 
preposterous than to raise tho

TREES AM) SIDEWALKS. 


TL« new composition stono and 


ftiphaltum sidewalks will bo very 
destructive to trcos in Oakland. It 
ii true thooo iv:.)ks have not yet 
oomo into extensive use here. But 
there ia n prospect that they will be 
laid down on many of the besl 
streets. When the nwteiinl is laid 
down close to the trunk of the tree, 
or within n foot of it, the destruc- 
tiou of the tree is only n question o 
a abort time. It may have 11 sicklj 
existence of a year or two. The 
close and hard material excludes ai 
and moisture from tho roots. Th 
ground Bonra under the pavement, 
and then tho tree is KHVO to die in n 
abort time. Whnn brick sidewalks 
are laid down the trees often do 
well. Tbe bricks are so porous that 
both air and moisture are admitted, 
the joints also not bein;; laid in 
morjar, arc open so that rir ia not 
much obstructed. It will bo impos- 
sible to have flora ishiiu,' trees upon 
•spbaltum or composition sidewalk* 
unless a largo iron is left open 
around tho troes. We five fortitieil 
ID thia opinion not only from actual 
observation," but from what hus oc- 
curred in other cities.

As an official duty, and made a very 
careful examination of the condition 
of the reservoir, and a chemical 
analysis of the waters, with a view of 
ascertaining precisely what ails the 
water and makes it smell and taste 
so offensively. The doctor reports

the water, and that it is perfectly 
safe to drink or otherwise make use 
of it.

One peculiarity of this gas combined 
with water is, that water will contain 
twice its bulk of it; that is to say a 
cubic foot of water trill take np two 
cubic feet of snlphnrretted hydrogen 
gas., and the pressure being so much 
greater at a depth than at the surface, 
the gaa is held in greater quantities, 
while at the surface it is given off 
more readily.

The Trade Wind*. 


The earth turns on its axis from 


west to east, and with it rotates daily 
tho enormous envelope of tho atmos- 
phere. 
Tho velocity of rotation at 


the equator is something over 1,000 
miles an hour; at thirty degrees dis- 
tance it is about 150 miles an hour 
less. 
Ir, higher latitudes it is still 


less ; and at tho poles nothing. 
Therefore, whenever the air moves 
north or south on the surface of the 
earth, it will carry with it a less or 
greater velocity of rotation than the 
places it passes over, and will turn 
into an easterly or westerly 
according as it approc.ches or recedes 
from the equator. 
In the region of 


the sun's greatest heat, tho air, rare- 
fied and lightened, is continually 
rising, and cooler currents come in 
on both sides to take tho place of 
the ascending volume. 
As these 


side-currents come from a distance 
of about thirty degrees from the 
eqiiutor, they have, at starting, an 
eastward velocity many miles an 
hour leas thaT'. the localities they 
will eventually reach. Consequently 
they will appear to lag behind in all 
the course of their progress to the 
equator— that is, they will have a 
westerly motion united with their 
north and south movements. Theae 
are the great trade-windfl, blowing 
constantly from the northeast on this 
side, and the southeast on the other 
side of the equator. — -Popular Sci- 
ence Monthly.
